Claims 1-10 are allowed in view of the recitation of a "programmable machine for 
measuring time... comprising a data entry unit to input parameters that describe at 
least one non-linear function as one of a plurality of distinct mathematical... functions, an 
arithmetic logical computational unit... computing the plurality of functions using time as 
the independent variable..., the structure claimed in combination with the remaining 
elements of the claim being absent from and not obvious in view of the prior art of 
record. 

Claims 1 1-20 are allowed in view of the recitation in claim 1 1 of "an electronic 
programmable timer comprising a data entry unit to input parameters that describe a set 
of exam questions, a time allocated for the exam questions, a question difficulty, and 
the number of questions, arithmetic logical computation unit that performs operations on 
numeric data, computing a plurality of distinct functions of the input parameters, using 
time as the independent variable", in combination with the remaining elements of the 
claim, the structure claimed being absent from and not obvious from the prior art of 
record.
